Applicant has provided a legible copy of the receipt postcard which shows a USPTO date 
stamp, "DT07 Rec'd PCT/PTO 16 JUN 2004" and clearly identifies the documents detailed 
above, as well as listing the inventor, international application number and title. The filed 
transmittal letter and certificate of mailing identify the application as a PCT National stage 
application pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 371 and claim small entity status. The evidence is sufficient to 
establish that the national stage filing was received in the USPTO on 16 June 2004. Applicant's 
statement that, "We are requesting that this application be treated as an original filing" is being 
interpreted to mean that applicant certifies that the present filing is a true and complete copy of 
the papers originally filed 16 June 2004. If this is an incorrect interpretation applicant should 
contact the ofiSce of PCT Legal Adnunistration inmiediately.
